TOKIO, Sept. 7.—A mob burned and 


destroyed ten Christian churches and one 
mission lib use school last night (Wed- 
nesday). The people were not injured. 


PKKiN, Sept. 7.—Messages received 


here from a goon source at Tokio repre- 
sent the situation there ns grave.

Japanese government is npparcntly cen- 
soring the telegrams. 


TOKIO, Sept. (}, 1 a. m—The destruc- 


tion of small police substations contin- 
ued until midnight. It is impossible to 
ascertain the exact number destroyed, 
but 
it is estimated that fifteen were 


wrecked. Two of the larger police sta- 
tions 
wore aho destroyed. The 
mobs 


generally prevented damage to adjoining 
private property by dragging the police 
Kiosks into the middle of the streets be- 
fore applying the torch. 


Shortly after 
midnight another 
at- 


tempt was made against the Kokumin 
Shimbun offices, but the police dispersed 
the attackers killing one of the assail- 
ants. The fact that the man wiis cut in 
the back angered the crowd which de- 
manded the arrest of the policeman. 


Detachments of national troops mobil- 


ized on account of the wur were called 
out during the night. The crowds re- 
ceived tii« soldiers good naturedly and 
cheered them. The principal duty of the 
troops was I lie protection of the police. 


""WA>:T PAKK KEPT OPEN", 


The anger of the crowds was chiefly 


on account of the closing of the Hibiya 
park and the denial of the right to pub- 
licly meet in the park which is under the 
cha'rge of the municipality. After the 
park" was closed yesterday, the mayor 
and council met immediately and pro- 
tested to tin- government and insisted 
that the park be reopened. It is now 
claimed that all the turbulence resulted 
from the indiscreet closing of the park. 
Students und young street rowdies seem- 
ed to be the largest participants in the 
disorder of the night. 


TWO KILLED; 500 WOUNDED. 


The firemen succeeded in saving the 


main structure of the home minister's 
residence. Only the 
outbuildings were 


destroyed. It is impossible to secure ac- 
curate'figures of the casualties. The Jiji 
estimates them at two dcnd and at SCO 
wounded in all, including those serious- 
ly and slightly injured among whom arc 
]~00 policemen. The wounds are mostly 
slight sword thrusts and bruises made 
by stones. 


The city is exceedingly quiet this 


morning and it is possible that the trou- 
ble is over. 


POLICE TAKE A BACK SEAT. 


Xoon.—The only serious disturbance 


this morning was the partial wrecking 
of a. printing office which was assisting 
the Kokumin Shipbun to publish its edi- 
tion of today.

soldiers prevented them. Some fighting 
resulted. The police are being withdrawn 
or kept in the background because of the 
fact that they have fallen into popular 
disfavor.

Appar-, 
untly the outbreak is not due to nnti- 
forcign sentiment, but the government is 
anxious to prevent injury to any of the 
legations or members of the legations.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Baron Komurn, 


chief of the Japanese pence envoys who 
is in this city today, said he did not 
consider the rioting in Tokio more than 
a local disturbance. When he was shown 
the Associated Press dispatches today in 
his apartments.at the Waldorf Astoria, 
telling of the burning of the official resi- 
dence of the minister of home n flairs and 
of the threatening demonstration which 
occurred before his own o3icial residence 
he said: 


"In the absence of fuller details, I am 


not in «. position to form any definil 
opinion as to the occurrences in Tokio, 
but I believe that it was mostly a local 
disturbance growing out of a collision 
between the police and the people." 


Mr. Sato, the official spokesman of the 


Japanese peace party, gave it as his be- 
lief that the disturbances arose more out 
of irritation on the pnrt of the people 
toward the minister of home, affairs be- 
cause he closed the Ijibiyn Park to them, 
then from anger nt the government on 
account of the recent peace negotiations.

Struck by Wovel Effect Fashionable 


Dames Adopted the Custom 


of Powdering Hair. 


The custom of powdering the hair 


dates back as far as the sixteenth cen- 
tury and was first introduced by the 
nuns in French convents. Those who 
had occasion to leave the cloisters for 
any reason were wont to powder their 
hair so as to make it appear gray and 
give them a 
venerable 
look. The 


fashionable 
dames were so struck 


with the novel effect of white powder 
on dark hair that they soon appropri- 
ated the device as one of the. arts pi 
the worldly toilet. Out of this grew 
the 
use 
of tints In tho hair. The 


Roman women often used blue pow> 
der and later. In 18CO, Empress Eiv 
genie set the fashion of using gold 
powder. 


Rome under tho empire and Greece 


during the time 
of Pericles 
were 


seized with a mania for golden hair 
Tho belles and -fops of the day de- 
vised several methods whereby biacli 
locks might be changed to golden yol 
low, but bleaching did not always sue 
ceed. Consequently quite a trade was 
established with the fair-haired tribes 
beyond the Alps, who sold their locks 
to Latin merchants, to be worn on the 
heads of Roman dandies. 


Many a. dame dampened her raven 


tresses in the strongest of muriatic 
acid and sat in tho gun to bleach her 
hair to the coveted yellow. 
Others 


used lye and afterward anointed theii 
heads with oil made from goat fat 
ashes of tho beech tree and certain 
yellow flowers.,." 


Tha itinerant barber, who passed 


down and out when people- ceased to 
use powder In their hair, was quite a 
personage in his day. He went from 
house to house, .-armed with a soap 
bowl to fit tho chin,

bearer.

Roman dames had in their wardrobes 
as many wigs as costumes, and when 
tho choice of a wig was made It was 
necessary to arrange the eyebrows 
lashes and complexion in harmony. I 
was then that the clavos were spocial 
ly charged with tho makeup .of the. 
face—a delicate operation, called bj 
Cicero "Medicaments candorls et ru 
borls." 


There were somo cunning devices In 


vogue among the -belles of the oil 
world for giving expression to the eye 
The most reckless of them were won 
to place a single drop of that deadlj 
poison, prusslc acid, In the bottom o 
a wine glass and hold It against the 
eyes for two or three secondi. Or 
more rashly still, they would take a 
small quantity—» piece not largoi 
than a grain of rice—of an olntmen1 
containing that mortal drug, afropia 
and rub It on the brow. Each of these 
was supposed to give clearness and 
brilliancy, expand the pupil and im 
part a fascinating fullness and mel 
lowness to the eye. Certain sllghtlj 
pungent and volatile perfumes, such 
as oil of thyme, were, occasionally 
worn on the handkerchief; causing the 
eyes to glitter and sparkle. The ey 
was made to appear large, full and 
almond shaped by the use ol a fine 
pencil dipped in antimonlcal uu]phu: 
or Egyptian black, rubbed upon thi 
lids along the angle.

lice Stations. 


Hundreds Wounded in Clashes Between Popu- 


lace and Police—Latter Withdrawn and 


Soldiers Substituted ~ Students 


Prominent in Disorders. 


TOKIO, Sept. 7.—A mob burned and 


destroyed ten Christian churches and one 
mission house school last night (Wcd- 
nesdnj). 
The people were not injured. 


PEKiX, Sept. 7.—Messages received 


here from a good source at Tokio repre- 
sent the situation there as grave. The 
Japanese government is apparently con- 
boring the telegrams. 


TOKIO, Sept. 0, 7 a. m.—The destruc- 


tion of small police substations contin- 
ued until midnight. It is impossible to 
ascertain the exact number destroyed, 
but 
it is estimated that fifteen were 


wrecked. Two of the larger police sta- 
tions were also destroyed. 
The mobs 


generally prevented damage to adjoining 
private property by dragging the police 
Kiosks into the middle of the streets be- 
fore applying the torch. 


Shorllj' after 
midnight another at- 


tempt was made against the Kokimiiu 
Shiuibun offices., but the police dispersed 
the attackers killing one of the assail- 
ants. The fact that the man was cut in 
the back angered the crowd which de- 
manded the arrest of the policeman. 


Detachments of national troops mobil- 


ized on account of the war were called 
out during the night. The crowds re- 
ceived the .soldiers good naturedly and 
cheered them. The principal duty of the 
troops was the protection of the police. 


WAXT PARK KEPT OPEN". 


The anger of the crowds was chiefly 


on account of the closing of the Hibiya 
park and the denial of the right to pub- 
licly meet in the park which is under the 
charge of the municipality. After the 
park was closed yesterday, the mayor 
and council met immediately and pro- 
tested to tlio government and. insisted 
that the park bo reopened. It is now 
claimed that all the turbulence resulted 
from the indiscreet closing- of the park. 
Students and young street rowdies seem- 
ed to be the largest participants in the 
disorder of the night. 


TWO KILLED; 500 WOUNDED. 


The firemen succeeded in saving the 


main structure of the home minister's 
residence. 
Only the 
outbuildings were 


destroyed. It is impossible to secure ac- 
curate figures of the casualties. The Jiji 
astimates them at two dead and at 500 
wounded in nil, including those serious- 
ly and slightly injured among whom are 
100 policemen. The wounds are mostly 
slight sword thrusts and bruises made 
by stones. 


The city is exceedingly quiet this 


morning and it is possible that the trou- 
ble is over. 


POLICE TAKE A BACK SEAT. 


Noon.—The only serious disturbance 


this morning was the partial wrecking 
of a printing office which was assisting 
the Kokumin Shipbun to publish its edi- 
tion of today. 
A crowd of people 
at- 


tempted to enter Habiya park but the 
soldiers prevented them. 
SSome fighting 


resulted. The police are being withdrawn 
or kept in the background because of tho 
fact that they have fallen into popular 
disfavor. 
The soldiery and 
gendarmes 


are performing guard duty. Soldiers are 
guarding the foreign legations. 
Appar- 


ently tho outbreak is not due to anti- 
foreign sentiment, but the government is 
anxious to prevent injury to any of tho 
legations or members of the 
legations. 


Foreigners, however, who are caught by 
the mobs are roughly used. 


Xichi Nichi today says: 
"How can 


the government retain its dignity in the 
presence of such rioting? The committee 
organized at j-estcrday's meeting would 
have good standing in society and are not 
irresponsible agitators. The police have 
exeeded their authority with a result de- 
rogatory to the honor and dignity of 
Tokio. Popular indignation has been set 
on fire and the police finally have been 
unable feo keep order. If the conditions 
continue tlio contagion may spread and 
innocent people and their property may 
be damaged." 


NEWSPAPER GUARDED. 


1 • p. m.—The city 
continues 
quiet. 


There are small crowds of people around 
Hibiya Park, but no further trouble has 
occurred. The offices of the 
Kokumin 


Shimbun continue to be besieged. The 
doors and windows are barricaded. Lines 
of police closed the entire block and hea- 
vy police reserves are within call. A de- 
fcuehrtieut of mounted gendarmes is sta- 
tioned in front of the foreign office pre- 
pared to meet emergencies in the dis- 
turbed districe. About the government 
buildings tho military display is incon- 
spicuous. A feiv sentries are patrolling 
the front of the buildings and tho official 
residences of the ministers. 
The main 


forces of the military are concealed. . 


DEMAND RIGHT TO GATHER. 


It is predicted that rioting will be re- 


sumed tonight under cover of the dark- 
ness and further trouble is feared. Sev- 
eral public meetings have been planned 
for later in t! ; week, but the opponents 
of the government say that if the people 
are given the constitutional right to hold 
public meetings of protest order will pre- 
vail. 


WANT TO KNOW TERMS. 


An irritating feature of the situation 


results from the continued failure of the 
government to inform the public of the 
exact results of the Portsmouth confer- 
ence. Not a single feature of the nego- 
tiations has been communicated officially 
to the people. The result has been much 
popular resentment, the people arguing 
that they fought and paid for the war 
and are entitled to know the. results. 


About 200 arrests have been made since 


noon yesterday. 
The police 
captured 


eighty of those who were engaged in the 
attack on the home minister's residence. 
Thoy were detained as prisoners within 
the compound until this morning owing 
to fea'r that tho populace would attempt 
to rescue them. 


It is now reported that four persons 


were killed. 


BURNED MINISTER'S HOME. 


Tuesday, 7 p. m.—Serious rioting fol- 


lowed the attack today on the office of 
the Kokumin Shimbun, tho government 
organ. A mob attacked and burned the 
official residence of the minister of home 
affairs, which stood between the Nobles 
club and the Imperial hotel and faced 
Hiuaya pai-k which was the .storm center 
throughout the day. Threatening dem- 
onstrations occurred in the neighborhood 
of the official homes of Premier Katsura 
and Karon Komura, foreign minister, 
who is now in the United States, but the 
police succeeded in preventing injury to 
the occupants or damage to the houses. 


SITUATION VERY'TENSE. 


The situation tonight is threatening. 


Turbulent crowds fill the streets and it 
is feared much damage to property is 
possible under cover of the darkness. All 
the police reserves are performing urgent 
duty and heavily guarding danger spots. 
The streets in the neighborhood of the 
Kokumin .Shimbun are closed and two 
hundred 
police form a cordon 
around 


the office. 


The destruction of the home minister's 


residence 
was 
intensely 
dramatic. 


Throughout the day a series of demon- 
strations occurred in the neighborhood 
of the building and late in the afternoon 
the mob attacked the house, swept the 
police away and battered down the gates. 
Tho police and servants resisted stoutly, 
but the mob surged forward and enter- 
ed tho house. 


RIOTERS OTORWHELM .POLICE. 
0:30 p. m.—-The city continues in an 


uproar. 
Detached mobs liave attacked 


and demolished or- burned eleven outly- 
ing police substations. The rioters easily 
dispersed and disarmed the small forces 
guarding these stations. The work of de- 
struction was accomplished M'ithout ser- 
ious personal violence. 
Yelling- crowds 


of sightseers mingling with the rioters 
filled the main downtown streets. 


During the evening detachments of the 


imperial guards were ordered to the cen- 
tral parts of the city to assist in pro- 
tecting the government buildings and pre- 
serve' order. Blockades were established 
around the buildings and the public was 
excluded. All car traffic was suspended

in the troublesome districts, on account 
of inability to move the cars. 


The wildest rumors are ' sweeping 


through the city. It is impossible to ac- 
curately guage the situation or the ex- 
tent and seriousness of the crisis. Until 
today's events the majority of the con- 
servative elements seemed to be accept- 
ing the .Portsmouth results. Nok the as- 
pect has changed.

Members of Harriman Party 


Stoned Iby Jap Mobs—Their 


Guards Jeered. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6.—Delayed in transmis- 


sion.—The Harriman party had an excit- 
ing experience last night while attending 
and returning from a dinner given by Ba- 
ron Sone, minister of finance. Dr. W. G. 
Lylc and J. C. McKnight wore caught in 
a crowd on their way to the dinner and 
were stoned, Dr. Lylc being struck by a 
missile and slightly hurt. After the :din- 
ncr was over, a detachment of soldiers 
escorted the party to the legation. A 
crowd stopped R. P. Schwcrin, vice presi- 
dent of the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 
pany and assaulted his runners, but they 
did not touch Mr. Schwerin. 


Crowds menacing a neighboring police 


kiosk filled the space in front of tho Am- 
erican legation and hooted and jeered tlio 
soldiers escorting the Harriman 
party 


who, 
with fixed bayonets, 
charged the 


crov J, cleared the street and guarded the 
legation throughout the night. 


The dinner planned for tonight in hon- 


or of the Harriman party will not take 
place owing to the disturbed conditions in 
the citv. 


CALLS IT LOCAL DISTURBANCE 


Baron 'Komara Says Demonstrations Are 


N"ot of Threatening Vatnr«». 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Baron Komura, 


chief of the Japanese peace envoys who 
is in this city today, said he did not 
consider the rioting in Tokio more than 
a, local disturbance. When he was shown 
the Associated Press dispatches today in 
his apartments ,at the Waldorf Astoria, 
telling of tho burning of the official resi- 
dence of the minister of home affairs and 
of the threatening demonstration which 
occurred before his own official residence 
he said: 


"In the absence of fuller details, I am 


not.^in a position to form any definite 
opinion as to the occurrences in Tokio, 
but I believe that it was mostly a local 
disturbance growing out of a collision 
between the police and the people." 


Mr. Sato, the official spokesman of tho 


Japanese peace party, gave it as his be- 
lief that the disturbances arose more out 
of irritation on the part ol the people 
toward tho minister of homo affairs be- 
cause he closed tho Bibiyu Park to them, 
then from a.nger at the government on 
account of the recent pea.co negotiations. 


SEES HUSBAND BEFORE DEATH 


Wife Arrives Ten Minutes Before Injuries 


Cause Ills Demise. 


KENOSHA, Sept. 7.—Mrs. Frank E. 


Harvey had a wild race with death on 
Wednesday when she came from Bara- 
boo to Konosha in order to see her hus- 
band, who lay dying at the Kenosha hos- 
pital as a result of injuries received in 
being run over by a. train. 


Harvey had been unconscious, but 


when tho wife came to bis bedside a 
smile of content spread over his features. 
The woman and little boy, with tears 
streaming down their faces, attempted 
to comfort the dying man -and Harvey 
reached out and took the band of eflch of 
them. The physicians, moved 
by 
the 


scene, loft the room. 


Ten iniuutes later the man was dead.

THREATENED ? 


Rioting in Japan May Pre- 


vent Confirmation—-Ko- 


Eager to See 


•Secretary Root. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Baron Komura, 


after rending the Associated Press dis- 
patches telling of the riots in Tokio and 
the experience of the E. H. Harrimaii 
party, immediately endeavored to reach 
Secretary of State Elihu Root. Mr. Sato 
said Baron Komura was extremely desir- 
ous of seeeing Mr. Pioot at once, and 
that a, message would be sent to Mr. 
Root at once asking for an interview. 
What purpose Baron Komura had, Mr. 
Sato would not say. 


Secretary Root, it was learned later, 


will arrive here from his country home 
this afternoon. 


TREATY IS THREATENED. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Not having 


been officially advised as yet of the sig- 
nature of the treaty of Poitsmouth, none 
of the officials here n.re in a. position to 
express officially any opinion''on the re- 
ported efforts of Baron Komura to com- 
municate with Secretary Koot. If the 
conditions were normal iu Japan, the ex- 
planation of the course would be the de- 
sire of the Japanese plenipotentiaries to 
pay their respects formally to the new 
secretarj' of 'state before they leave 
America for home. But taken in connec- 
tion with the turbulent events at Tokio, 
this move on tlio part of Baron Komura, 
on being known here has given rise to a, 
rumor that the confirmation of the 
treaty is threatened. It is recalled that 
the credentials of the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries, when presented at Ports- 
mo'uth were found to differ from those 
of the Russians, in the fact that their 
powers were limited and that to become 
effective, their acts required the approval 
of tho mikado. While the mikado's mes- 
sage to President Roosevelt would sucm 
to indicate that he hud given such ap- 
proval, it is not officially know here that 
such was the case, hence the circulation 
of the rumor.

Mr. Diedish was driving a team attach- 
ed to a wagon loaded with lumber. The 
lumber was to be taken down a hill lead- 
ing to the dry houses 011 tho north side 
of

avenue. Just 
before 


starting Mr. Dicdish got o[T tho load, ap- 
plied the brake and started down the 
hill. 


When part way down, lie walking be- 


side the wagon and having the team well 
under control, they pulled in a trifle and 
Mr. Dicdish, before lie could stop the au- 
imals, was caught between the lumber 
and wall of a brick building."Instantly 
ho realized his danger and turned his 
face away from the lumber. 


A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 


His head was caught and William T. 


Lewis, who 
witnessed the accident, 


thought sure he would bo killed. Mr. 
Diedish managed to extricate his head, 
stooped down and crawled out under the 
wagon, blood streaming from 
a gash 


across bis forehead. In the meantime 
tho lumber ou tho wagon was so tightly 
wodgod against the wall that the horses 
stopped. Tho cap of Mr. Dicdish was 
still between the wall and lumber and 
held there as if on the head of the man, 
showing in what a tight place Mr. Died- 
ish was and how ho escaped with his life 
is a mystery. 


lie was taken to his home and Dr. 


Taylor was called. He

across the forehead of several 
inches 


long and two inches wide; the bridge of 
the none was cut and bone slightly frac- 
tured and both eyes closed 
from the 


swelling. Tho wound was sewod up. 


This morning Mr. Dicdish was totally 


blind and could not sec persons who en- 
tered the room. He was in great pain 
and besides the injuries to his head and 
face, complained of injuries about the 
upper part of tho body.

DISASTER OCCURRED 


EARLY IN THE MOSSING 


Schooner Augusta Crashed Into 111 


Fated Steamer—Several of tliOj 


Survivors Were Washed 


Ashore at Eacine. 


Friday, September 8, will be the forty- 


fifth anniversary of the loss of the stea- 
mer Lady Elgin, ten miles off Wineika, 
111. 
Old residents well remember that 


memorable disaster and the terrible loss 
of life. More than a dozen oodles were 
washed up on the lake shore north of 
the harbor piers. 


At that time the late A. B. Finch was 


a marshal and he took charge of the 
dead. On the fingers of some ladies were 
diamonds and their attire indicated silk 
dresses. Nearly all were from the city 
of Milwaukee, only two being on board 
who lived in Racine. 


That year, 1SBO, was one of the most 


disastrous the lakes ever knew. At pres- 
ent there are not over a dozen survivors 
of the Lady Elgin alive. The anniversary 
will be observed with services and after- 
ward a, private dinner of those who may 
bo at Milwaukee Saturday. 


Those were the days before the rage 


for travel had reached its present stage— 
when ocean steamers were, comparativly 


few, 
when theaters were small and wide- 


ly scattered, whon railroad trains ran 
slowly and far apart, and when the 
loss of a hundred lives from any other 
cause than war was an unheard of calam- 
ity. ' 
• 


REVELRY BY NIGHT. 


It wa,s on nn autumn night, September. 


7, in the first ycdr of the war, that the 
Loci}" Elgin set out from Chicago on her 
return to Milwaukee, with 500 passengers 
on board. Like so many excursion boats 
of the present period, she was overloaded 
and more than 150 passengers, unable to 
pot berths, were compelled to sit up all 
night. An orchestra was on board, and a. 
little, extra compensation induceod it to 
agree to an all-night dance, in \vliich the 
excursionists took part with much de- 
light. 


.It was 2:30 on the morning of Septem- 


ber S. Still the music played, still the 
tireless dtuieors "tripped tho light fantas- 
tic toe," still young men whispered the 
stories of their love to their bright-eyed 
partners as they sat out the dances in 
some secluded corner of the cabin, still 
young men and maidens joked and bnn- 
tered one another, nil unconscious of the 
hoavy fog that was settling down upon 
them and of the dreadful fate which was 
in store. 


CRASH SHOOK STEAMER. " 


Suddenly a loud crash shook the stea- 


mer and she plunged over on her side. 
The laughter died ont of thp eyes that a 
moment before wore 
sparkling with 


mirth. Faces blnnchcd. jesfs v:"T" frozen 
on the trembling lips. Women huddled 
together, quaking. Men snatched their 
sweethenrts to their breast?, hurrying 
them along they know not whither. Those 
standing on tho 
deck 
could 
descry 


through the dense fog the form 
of a 


schooner moving slowly away. It was 
the Augusta, whose bow had cut into 
tho bow of the Lady Elgin, close by tho 
paddle box. 


The boat righted herself, but, in doing 


so shattered the lamps, and tlio passen- 
gers wore'lcft in total darkness. 'Sailors 
and passengers rnn back and'forlh carry- 
ins; mnttmws nnd rugs, 
which 
they 


shoved in the hole in the vessel, vainly 
trying to keep out the water. The gap 
was below the water line, and the ?liiri 
could not hold out for long. 


"Lower the boats." commanded 
the 


captain. 
A boat was let down into- the 


water and scores of people tumbled into 
it headlong. Then they found that it had 
only one car, and while the other was 
being searched for the boat ca.nsizcd, 
sending helpless women 
and 
children 


headlong into the cold water to sink im- 
mediately. 


A SCENE OF TERROR. 


On board the fast settling ship men 


and women groping about for the life 
preservers hastily tied them about them- 
selves. But thp preservers were either 
spoiled or they did not get them fitted on 
properly, for almost all who plunged into 
the lake in the vain hope of reaching the 
shore, went down. 


Stalwart men who a. few minutes be- 


fore uttered protestations of love imd 
words of undying devotion, craved with 
four, tore themselves away from their 
helpless companions and seizing planks or 
wrenching cabin doors from their hinges, 
•ought to save themselves by throwing 


them over the side of the boat, and jump- 
ing on them. The screams of women and 
little children < rose above the noise of 
wind and waves as they threw themselves 
into the angry lake which swallowed 
them up. 


BATTLE WITH THE WAVES. 


Fifteen minutes after the steamer had 


been struck the 
engines had 
fallen 


through the bottom, the hull began to. 
sink and the hurricane deck was the only 
part of Hie ship which continued to float. 
With a mighty crash, it too was broken 
up into five pieces. Then the waves dash- 
ed over it and scores ot people were 
washed away. 


Others, retaining their hold, clutched 


them like grim death, and for ten hours 
they battled against wind and ware, al- 
most too numb with cold to clutch the 
pieces of deck, the hastily improvised 
rafts or planks upon which they drifted. 
At last they sighted the high bluff off the 
point where Winnetka is located and 
with renewed hope they struggled on, 
only to be dashed to their death against 
the bluff or washed overboard. 


RESCUE AT LAST. 


People living along the shore at Win- 


netka and Evanston learning of the dis- 
aster hurried down to rescue those who 
remained. 
Ropes were thrown. 
Brave 


men set out in boats, daring the great 
breakers, hauled the almost lifeless forms 
of men and women aboard and carried 
them safely to shore. 


But of all the gay company of 500 ex- 


cursionists who sailed from Chicago the 
night before, loss than 100 were saved 
from the wreck. Of those,.only a score 
are still living.

first Intended to Send One to Widow 


of Gen. BJaekmar, Then Decided 


to Place Largo Order—

DENVER, Col., Sept. 7.—Zalmon O. 


Simmons, the Kenosha millionaire and 
philanthropist, has presented each, mem* 
ber of the Grand Army of the Republic; 
who attends the annual national en- 
campment at Denver, Col., this week 
with a bronze inedal of unique design. 


In June last he entertained his old 


soldier neighbors, and among the distin- 
guished guests on that occasion was tha 
late commander in chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, Gen. Biackmar. 
Past Commander in. Chief A. C. Weis»erti 
and the members of Wolcott post of Mil- 
waukee were also among the guests. 


During the visit of Gen, Biackmar thej 


two men became much attached to each 
other. As a mark of respect Mr. Sim- 
mons conceived the idea of sending a. fit- 
ting memorial to the widow. 


MEDAL AS MEMORIAL. 


He decided upon a medal, a targq 


bronze weighing between five and six 
ounces, which was fitted into a. handsome: 
Morocco case, tc be presented to Mrs« 
Biackmar on the occasion of the nation- 
al encampment. Later it occurred to 
him that it would be a fitting mark to 
his departed friend to present a, medal 
of like character to each member of the 
encampment, and accordingly an. order 
for 20,000 of them was placed with the 
manufacturers, with a reservation that 
the order is to be increased should the 
number be insufficient. 


The inedal* were presented to the na- 


tional encampment by former Command- 
er in Chief A. G. Wcissort of Milwaukee, 
and the distribution was placed in the. 
hands of Louis Sholes of Milwaukee, aide 
de camp to the late commander in chief, 


Gen. 
Biackmar. 


Upon one side of the disc is the in- 


scription: 


"In honor of the brave men who vic- 


toriously defended the union on land and 
sea during the war of the great rebellion, 
1801-18(53." Surrounding this is the le- 
gend: "Thirty-ninth National Encamp- 
ment, G. A. R., Denver, Sept. 1905." On 
the reverse side is a picture in bas relief 
of the observation, tower ou the apex of 
Pike's peak, together with a. train on the 
Mauitou and Pike's Peak railway, which 
was built by Mr. Simmons. 


TEACHER IN EARLY MANHOOD. 
Zalmon G. Simmons is a native of 


Montgomery county. N. Y., where he 
was born Sept. 10, 182S. At the age of 
15 years he came with his father to Wi»- 
consiii. They found a home ill South- 
port, now Kenosha. Here young Sim- 
mons attended school for three years 
and developed into a, teacher, which vo- 
cation he followed until he was 21. He 
then began as a clerk iu a general store 
in Kenosha, was soon placed in charge, 
and at the end of sixteen months became 
the owner. In 1S50 he purchased a half 
interest iu the Wisconsin Telegraph com- 
pany, paying $500. Ho immediately pro- 
ceeded to develop the property, and ia 


1SS1 
leased it to the Western Unioa 


company, having iu the meantime paid. 
the cost of construction, the interest on 
the capital, and had $1,000,000 to the 
good. He was made a director in the 
Western Union Telegraph company, a- po- 
sition which he held for many years. 


During this time he became interested 


in the Kenosha, Rockford and Rock Is- 
land railway, which was at the time in- 
solvent. The stockholders became dis- 
gusted with the venture and turned it 
over to Mr. Simmons. He built and 
equipped t.he road as far as Harvard, and 
in July, 1S62, when the battle of Bull 
Run was iu progress, the first train WM 
run over the new road.

miles this side of Point Abbaye. It is 
now believed that both the steamer loscij 
and the schooner Olive Jennette, which 
the losco had in tow, foundered in the vi- 
cinity where the wreckage had been 
sighted.

lost. The lighthouse keeper on Huron

WANT LIFE BOATS FORWARD. 
CHICAGO, 111., Sept. 0.—The loss of the 


cn.ptn.in and officers of the Sevona hns 
aroused navigators on lake vessels to a 
change in the location of lifeboats aboard 
freight steamers. 
At present all life- 


boats are swung aft around the cabins. 
In the case of the Seronn, which broke in 
two immediately after striking, the cap- 
tain and officers who were in the pilot 
house forward were simply marooned. 
There was no wny for them to get to the 
lifeboats, and nil they could do was to 
construct a flimsy raft which was quick- 
ly broken up.

NEW YORK, Sept. G.—Congressman 


McXary of Massachusetts, who was a 
member of the American party received 
yesterday by Emperor William is quoted 
in n Times dispatch from Berlin as fol- 
lows: 


"In our conversation, 
the 
emperor 


dwelt on the 'yellow peril" and expressed 
the opinion that the Japanese would fol- 
low up their military successes by clos- 
ing the 'open door' and, by their com- 
mand of cheap labor, force Europe and 
America out of the Oriental markets. 


"He went on to say that it was neces- 


sary for the white nations to stem the 
yellow peril hy uniting. The only power 
thnt Japan fcnred was America, and it 
was a good thing for the world that the 
United States was on one side of the Ja- 
panese empire. 


"The pmperor asked 
us what we 


thought of German railways. We snid 
frankly that we believed the American 
lines were better. The kaiser assented, 
but said he thought German cities were ; 
better paved than those in America."

SAYS FARMERS 


AIMLESS 


Dealers Declare Eggs are Allow- 


ed; to Spoil Before Being 


Taken to Market. 


CAUSE OF SCARCITY 


AND RISE IN PRICE 


Plenty of Product in County if Right 


Care Were Taken—State of Af- 


fairs Due in Part to Sharp 


Competition. 


Eggs are admitted to be one of the 


staple articles on the market and essen- 
tial necessity to the housewife. Of late 
the prices have been going up, reaching 
22 cents per dozen recently. Dealers 
claiui this is attributable to a scarcity of 
the hen fruit. 


W. L. Roberts, who probably buys, 


packs and ships a larger number of eggs 
than any other man in the southern sec- 
tion of Wisconsin, when interviewed on 
the subject of eggs, said: 


"Yea, it is true eggs are becoming 


scarce and prices are going up. This 
scarcity is the fault of the farmers who 
take no care of their eggs. They bring 
them to market and get the same price 
for the decayed as well as the good ones. 


CAUSES PRICES TO SOAR. 


"Many of the farmers know that hun- 


dreds of eggs arc laying in the nests on 
the farm, but they do not gather them 
until about ready to come to town and 
then half of them are rotten. The other 
day I found; :thirty dozen 
; eggs out of 


eleven cases, rotten, and had to throw 
them away. This condition causes a 
scarcity and the prices soar skyward. 
There are plenty of eggs in the country 
if they were properly cared for, but as 
I said before, fanners take no care of 
them, 


"They know that the competition 


among buyers is sharp and that they can 
sell the eggs for good prices, no matter 
whether they are sound qr rotten. 


"There are laws on the pure food 


question and I believe there should be 
some law enacted 
to protect 
peonle 


against rotten eggs. I propose to start 
a. movement in this direction. An egg 
inspector can detect rotten ones in an 
instant and when farmers bring the hen 
fruit to market there should be a law 
whereby each egg should be tested by a 
regulation system. This would stop the 
scarcity and also the increase of prices."

wrong doing in the past, but to get at all 
of the salient features of the modern in- 
surance business, BO as to suggest to the 
next legislature an adequate law that 
will not only protect the policy holders 
in all life insurance companies, but will 
likewise protect the insurance company 
management from abuse at the hands of 
designing persons. As most 
insurance 


companies arc mutual iu theory we shall 
endeavor to pass a law thnt will compel 
them to be mutual in fact. Then the offi- 
cers of the company will always bo work- 
ing for the interest of the- policy holders, 
instead of working for themselves by the 
formation of subsidiary companies to di- 
vide the profits of the main company. A 
large number of the present insurance 
laws are good. It will be our aim to 
make them better."

It was learned 
authoritatively last night that President 
Roosevelt had demanded Mr. 
Palmer's 


resignation to take effect on September 
15. The demand of the president for Mr. 
Palmer's resignation was due primarily 
to the iatters action in trying to force 
Oscar J. Rickotts, foreman of printing, 
and L. G. Hay, a foreman of division, out 
of the government printing office. 
Mr. 


Palmer ;:sked for the 
resignations 
of 


Rieketts and Hay on the, ground that 
they had been insubordinate. The public 
printer formulated a scries of charges 
against the two men. These charges, it 
is known were forwarded to Oyster Bay. 
As soon as President Roosevelt learned 
of the situation that had developed, he 
directed Public Printer Palmer to for- 
ward to him his resignation, to take ef- 
fect in two weeks. 


It has been known for some time that 


Mr. Palmer would not be rcappointed to 
his present office. For several months be- 
fore. President Roosevelt left Washington 
for Oyster Bay, he was easting about for 
a suitable man for the position of public 
printer. He offered it to John A. Slcich 
of New York but he declined it.. 


The investigation made by the Keep

WHAT MIGHT HAVE IlEElf. 


It is stated by Morcton I'rcucu, one of 


the stai.'iiehest admirers and supporter.s 
of ,',oseph Chamberlain, Hint had ICnghind 
adopted tlic protective tariff Pi-stem in- 
stead of practical free trade iu tlio ear- 
lier years of tlio preceding century, its 
world career would have boon vastly dif- 
ferent. Tie say* in an article published in 
tho Monthly Review of London; 


"In a very few years at most tho en- 


tire .fabric of free trade wilt have gone 
by the, board: as it was cradled in cow- 
nrdico, so it wiil find a dishonored grave, 
liad England turned lier back on temota- 
tion in the. forties, at the very moment 
when tho great gold discoveries, tlic ape 
ol steel, of steam und of electricity, were 
but just tirroHH the threshold, England, 
mighty, wealthy, wholesome Knglnnd, 
would have attained to such a predomi- 
nance as would luive transfigured 
the 


world. .Hut the new experiment, still per- 
sisted in, lias lost to the British empire 
not only millions of her own sons who 
have gone to garrison the great republic, 
but it has lost the British empire, the 
support, through immigration and settle- 
ment, of millions of thrifty Germans and 
Scandinavians, who forty vears since a 
sufficient preferential on the one mighty 
market o- the then world would have set- 
tled in firrat Britain's hinterland. And 
just fis Sussex or Essex have been eon- 
verted to wood bods, and have thrown 
their rural population on the streets of 
onr cities, so also Oobden and Peel are re- 
sponsible for the tragedy of Ireland, the 
disappearance of half of her population 
and the unrest of those who remain. It 
has made again tlic many problems of 
social progress—problems which must al- 
ways be 
insoluble, given unrestricted 


competition in our home market with 
black and yellow labor—not merely hope- 
less, but the statesmen who have sup- 
ported those reforms in good faith nre ar-1 


raigned today at the bar of nuliliu opin- 
ion churned witli 
insincerity. Of that 


statesman who very late in the day has 
revolted from what Oirlylc aptly describ- 
ed as the ealieo milleminm. I may be per- 
mitted to say what has been said of an- 
other man in another place: 'Wo love 
him for the enemies he hn.s mode,' and 
that probably is the only form of popu- 
larity which is incompatible with great- 
ness, 
"nip statesman it 
satisfies—nay, 


whom it guides—will never fail to disap- 
point his enemies, but who seeks some 
wider popuhirit-y will always disappoint 
his friends." 


The popularity aitnined by gaining the 


tribute of those who admire one because 
of the enemies mn<\f by carrying mil- or 
supporting certain things, mav be suffic- 
ient for some of these foreigners, 
hut 


such would never satisfy the average Am- 
erican seeking for political power and no- 
toriety. Tho lu-f for power overgoes on, 
the thirst for high ofliecs within the gift 
of the people never eeii^es, and the "cn- 
oral tumult is tumultuous in our cam- 
paigns, to say nothing of the intervals. 


But still the tribute the writer above 


quoted in this particular instance appli- 
cable to one Orovor Cleveland, duly hon- 
ored by his occupying the distinguished 
position no other American now tills, that 
of an ox-president, but very much not 
forgotten because of his unpopular posi- 
tion on the tariff, detested for that by 
many, but honored by the country for hi» 
uncompromising stand for honest money 
at a time when statesmen in both par- 
ties were tinkering witli 
public 
senti- 


ment, had better 
been 
omitted. Kx- 


Presidcnt Cleveland by no accounts hns 
in the least subdued his preferences for 
the nboliiion of a protective tariff, no 
matter how carefully eonstruted and he 
gained this significant remark because of 
his very stand against that policy .Mr. 
Freuen says if adopted would have given 
Knglnnd a predominance as would have 
transfigured the world. The exnression 
is all right, for that may be often true, 
"a man is honored because of the enemies 
he may have made,' but the application 
in this case recalls a most rctrroltable 
period in the hi.stoi'3- of this country. A 
period of distress of commercial and man- 
ufacturing stagnation brought out. and 
continuing until the free trade party 
were driven from power. 


The tariff of proper proleclive appli-

Cleveland standing for tariffs that stood 
for chosen and particular interests, with 
legitimate protection a thing to mock, to 
deride, it now iias one William J. Bryan 
boldly denouncing a protective tariff as a 
very bad thing) and a thing also of rob- 
bery, he. declares. 


But to return to Moreton Freuen. His 


description of what England might have 
been with a protective system is perfect- 
ly true. If England had been for protec- 
tion in the years pictured by the writer, 
more or less of the history of this coun- 
try would have been quite different. We 
stood for protection as indeed the coun- 
try always will stand so long aa it shall 
endure. 


HIS GllEATEST TRIUMPH. 


Solely through the intelligent, most 


strenuous labors of President Roosevelt 
was the work 
of the 
Japan-Russian 


peace commissioners crowned with suc- 
cess. Undoubtedly was it solely through 
his wonderful influence that 
at 
last 


brought the diplomats of Japan to with- 
draw the indemnity- demand and enabled 
the peace conference to terminate their 
labors. No other living man could have 
accomplished this remarkable 
triumph 


and to say that Theodore Roosevelt has 
covered himself with the greatest glory 
of all, of consummating peace and bring- 
ing to a close what certainly proved the 
bloodiest war known in modern history, 
is to say but little. But in winning for 
himself the. keenest admiration of man- 
kind, at the same time, he hns won for 
his country that high place in a world's 
history that no reeking war

tories. President "Roosevelt has won arid 
nobly won that far greater victory, one 
of peace.

President Roosevelt wn> not only thus 


responsible for the sucessful termination 
of the Portsmouth conference, but he was 
practically responsible for its ever as- 
sembling in the first place. No other 
power in the world could have accom- 
plished this result, but that great power 
wielded by that remarkable man and 
highly 
successful 
diplomat, Theodore 


Roosevelt, backed by the most progres- 
sive and one of the most powerful na- 
tions on the globe today, the 
United 


States of America. He lias won for him- 
self, 
this most worthy president 
of 


ours, the heartiest admiration of all man- 
kind, and a fame that shall be enduring 
as it is most brilliant, nnd he has at the 
ame time covered his country with the 
liighcst possible honor. 


It may be a triumph to win great bat- 


tles and Theodore Roosevelt has won 
them, but it is a far greater triumph he 
las won in the domain of peace. It is

uiration and tho sincercst respect of the 
world's powers and it will be a tower of 
strength to her in future years. 


So surely had thj war continued, would 


Tapan have readily smited the Russian 
irmy now confronting her 
hosts 
and 


finished generals. 
She would have re- 


aincd the island of Sakhalin which under 
the agreement Russia cedes one half, a 
cession of a half of what practically Ja- 
lan had conquered before the conference 
jegan, the whole. In due time her armies 
•vould have conquered Siberia rjp to the

The president is not en- 
gaged in political slate making of any 
sort, nor does ho in fact desire to inter- 
fere with others that do engage in this 
business, and therefore it is quite certain 
liis only ideas as to filling the to he va- 
cancy of the treasury portfolio is to put 
in a competent secretary who will not be 
open to any charge .of being under the in- 
fluence of eastern syndicates or of finan 
ciers, or who will be possessed with the 
idea that every time Wall street has a 
fit, it is to duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to pour fourth funds to ejise 
up things.

fidence of the president, and further, that 
if Mr. Cortelyou docs not want the trcas- 
uryship, the Indiana man may have it.

Japan done well in 'giving, up the in- 


demnity feature but there is every rea- 
son for believing had it not been for the 
representations mode by President Roose- 
velt with his earnest labors for peace, 
Japan would not have done so. Yet Ja- 
pan is an immense gainer all through. To 
be sure it has no indemnity in that sense 
of the word, but it succeeds through the 
results of war and the assent of Russia 
in the concluding peace convention, in 
reaching invaluable results. 


It secures the recognition by Russia of 


its prepondering influence in Corea and 
of the open door policy. Russia as well 
as Japan fully evacuates all of Man- 
churia, restoring such to China in the 
sense of full sovereignty, and tho open 
door of trade to prevail. Japan also se- 
cures half of the island of Sakhalin, south 
of the line of Inttitude 50 and it secures 
invaluable fishing rights in Pacific wat- 
ers running from Russian ownershio to 
the Arctic seas, Russia has to surrender 
to China the Chinese, eastern 
railway 


from Harbin to Port Arthur and NcM 
Chwang, while Japan succeeds to 
the 


leases Russia secured from China of all 
the Liaotung peninsula, this including 
Port Arthur. Dalny and two valuable is- 
lands, tho Russian concessions for the 
railiNad cut off through northern Man- 
churia is limited so as .to provide for 
ownership and the operation of the Chi- 
nese Eastern by Chinese authority, 


Japan gives up its claim in the pence 


terms for the surrender of interned Rus- 
sian war ships in neutral ports and that 
the sea power of Russia in Pacific waters 
be limited, also as stated the indemnity. 
But Russia is to pay Japan for the full 
expense of caring for all prisoners of 
war and Japan is to pay Russia For the 
care of such of its force as are held by 
Russia, in this case, presumably a balance 
to be struck. 


From all points of view Japan has done 


well. She is victorious in war and in 
reaping the fruits of success and through 
success attains the position of one of the 
world's powers. As to the fear she will 
dominate China to the extent of alarm- 
ing tho civilized world, the ablest writers 
have no such fear. Japan may dominate 
China for some purposes, but as this lies 
in the maintaining of the open'door for 
trade and in tlic supreme superiority of 
herself, there is no danger Jauan will 
undertake to bring China to the fore as 
a military power. 
Russia is done for 


generations to come with any dreams 
of great acquisition.; in Asiatic waters.

pi'ehensions that ma.y hnve remained re- 
garding the final consummation of peace, 
!iavc been dissipated and tho world can 
now look forward to a state of tranquil- 
ly in the Orient. Both nations have 
learned what it means to engage in a 
costly war, and there is practically no 
danger that Russia will ever ngnin goad 
Japan into a war bj' threatening, atti- 
tude or the seizure of territory. On the 
other hand Japan realizes that the other 
nations of the wnrld will not allow any 
territorial conquest on her part. Tho 
nilanco of peace among the nations of 
the world hangs on too delicate n thread 
;o permit of any country like Japan sot- 
ting thorn all by the ears. It is n good 
ign, too, that the treaty contains a fav- 
ored nation clause us between Russia and 
Japan. Russia still has Siberia, where 
she can send millions of her subjects and 
;he field in China with her teeming mil- 
lions is too large for any one country to 
obtain the monopoly. No doubt there 
will be a great outcry when the terms of 
the treaty become known, but the sub- 
jects of. the niikado will be too loyal to 


rise in open rebellion against their be- 
loved ruler.

China appears to have an idea that she 


should be fully compensated for the great 
and grievous injury inflicted upon her 
people through the operations of, war be- 
tween the Russian and Japanese forces. 
Her territory has been the 
scene of 


bloody battles between the warring riv- 
als and such injury has in consequence 
been inflicted upon the people, for which 
the Pekin government thinks it should 
recover damages. 


It however is an idea more in tlic na- 


ture of .1 theory and can hare no con- 
sideration and as China densely populat 
ed as it is has no inherent strength, only 
that- arising from t^urbtilance in particu- 
lar districts as like the boxer uprising, 
there is 110 chance of. securing any in- 
demnities. If China now was of suffic- 
ient importance like Japan to make an 
entreaty of offense and 
defense with 


some great European, nation, soiricthing 
to the purpose might be. accomplished, 
and .this ia a part of the price the Chi- 
nese people seem compelled to pay for 
their exclusion from the rest of the 
world. 


One of the propositions under consid- 


eration by the G. A. R. is that of hav- 
ing a patriotic instructor in each post, 
whose duty it shall be to officiate in the 
public schools as a teacher of patriotism. 
While such a scheme at first may seem 
quite a large undertaking and perhaps 
unnecessary, on further thought, there 
are many good features connected ivith 
it.

ENGLAND'S NEW TREATY WITH 


JAPAN. 


Chicago Record-Herald: While its de- 


tails have not yet been made public, 
there can be little doubt that the renew- 
ed and strengthened alliance just effect- 
ed between Japan and Great 
Britain 


must introduce n powerful and perma- 
nent element into international politics. 
Cable dispatches to The Daily News 
from its London correspondent have out- 
lined some of the salient features of the 
new convention. The earlier Anglo-Jap- 
anese treaty provided that one of the 
two signatory powers might call for the 
support of the other only in case it was 
attacked by two nations simultaneously. 
The new alliance, it is believed, joins the 
interests of the two nations much more 
closely 
together, 
practically 
making 


them the arbiters of the orient. A men- 
ace to the interests of cither will call 
forth the active opposition of both. 


The importance of any such agreement 


in giving permanency and stability to 
the conditions about to be established in 
the far cast should be obvious. With 
the. assurance of British support Japan 
can proceed without fear of molestation 
to gather the fruits of victory. Great 
Britain on its part will gain the position 
of a favored nation in all that pertains 
to oriental 
commerce nnd diplomacy. 


While other powers wiil thus be restrain- 
ed from aggressions in that part of the 
world, the strong friendship which Great 
Britain has just cemented with France 
and its commercial interests with other 
nations will constitute 
a guaranty of 


fair treatment to these nations. To a 
certain extent Britain will be the spon- 
sor of its ward and ally in far eastern 
waters and will be held responsible fin- 
its attitude toward the rest of the 
world. 


Doubtless the prime purpose of this 


remarkable alliance is to maintain the 
existing status quo in Asia against pos>i- 
ble Russian or German aggressions. With 
Japan in control of the Pacific smibotml 
n.nd England strengthening its military 
forces in India, a slnv advance on any 
part, of the Kussian border, from Persia 
to the far east, would seem to be effect- 
ually checkmated. That the unique al- 
liance thus formed between Occident ami 
orient must introduce a new and potent 
factor into the polities of Europe nnd 
the west- generally, however, is appar- 
ently inevitable.

Roman women often used blue pow- 
der and later, in 1860, Empress Eu- 
genie set the fashion of using gold 
powder. 


Rome under the empire and Greece 


during the timo of Pericles 
were 


seized with a mania for golden hair, 
The belles and -fops of the day de- 
vised several methods whereby black 
locks might be changed to golden yel- 
low, but bleaching did not always suc- 
ceed. Consequently quite a trade was 
established with the fair-haired tribes 
beyond the Alps, who sold their locks 
to Latin merchants, to be worn on the 
heads of Roman dandles. 


Many a dame dampened her raven 


tresses in the strongest of muriatic 
acid and sat in the sun to bleach hei 
hair to the coveted yellow. Others 
used lye and afterward anointed their 
heads with oil; made from goat fat, 
ashes of the beech tree and certain 
yellow flowers,,." 


The itinerant barber, who passed 


down and out when people, ceased to 
use powder In their hair, was quite a 
personage in his day. He went from 
house to house.-armed with a soap 
bowl to at the chin, powder boxes, 
pomatum and puffs, was 
always a 


newsmonger and a gratuitous scandal 
bearer. 


When wigs were In vogue the 


Roman dames had in their wardrobes 
as many wigs as costumes, and when 
the choice of a wig was made it was 
necessary to arrange the eyebrows, 
lashes and complexion in harmony. It 
was then that the clayes were special- 
ly charged with the makeup ; of tha' 
face—a delicate operation, called by 
Cicero "Medicaments candorls et ru- 
borls." 
' 


There were acme cunning devices in 


vogue among the -belles of the old 
world for giving expression to the eye. 
The most reckless of them were wont 
to place a single drop of that deadly 
poison, prusslc acid, in the bottom of 
a wine glass, and hold it against the 
eyes for two or three seconds. Or 
more rashly still, they would take a 
small quantity—a piece not larger 
than a grain of rice—of an ointment 
containing that mortal drug, airopia, 
and rub it on the brow. Each of these 
was supposed to give clearness and 
brilliancy, expand the pupil and im- 
part a fascinating fullness and mel- 
lowness to the eye. Certain slightly 
pungent and volatile perfumes, such 
as oil of thymo, were, occasionally 
worn on the handkerchief; causing the 
eyes to glitter and sparkle. The eye 
was made to appear large, lull and 
almond shaped by the use of a flue 
pencil dipped in antimonical sujphur 
or Egyptian black, rubbed upon the 
lids along the angle.
